C HAP. I. 
Of his Parentage and Birth. 


bos Fauſtus, bone in the Towne of Rhodes, being 
el in tte Pꝛovince of Weimer in Germany; his Fa- 
ther a poꝛe Yusbandman, and not able well ke 
bing him up; yet habing an Uncle at Witten. 
berg, a rich man, and without iſſue, toke this 
Fauſtus from his father, and made him his here, 
W inſomuch that bis father was no moze tronbled 
Nel with bim, fo: be remained with his Uncle at 
Wittenberg, where he was kept at the Univerf- 
ty in the ſame City. to ſtudy Divinity : but Fauſtus being ofa 1 
minde, and otherwiſe addicted, applied not his ſtudies, but toke 
ſelfeto other exerciſes; the which bis uncle oftentimes hearing, re- 
buked himfo2 it, as Eli oftentimes rebuked his childzen fo2 ſtuning 
againft the Lozd: even ſo this god old man laboared to have Fauſtus 
apply his ſtudy of Divinity, that he might come to the knowledge of 
od and his Lawes. But it is manifeſt, that many vertuous parents 
habe wicked childzen, as Cain, Reuben, Abſalon, and ſuch like habe 
dern to their parents. So this Fauſtus having godly parents, who ſæ⸗ 
ing bim tobe of a toward wit, were very deſtrous to bꝛing him un 
in thoſe vertnons ſtudtes, namely, of Divinity ; but he gave him- 
ſelte ſecretly to ſtudy Necromancp and Conjuration, inſomuch that 
few oꝛ none could perceive his profeſſion, 

But to the purpoſe : Fauſtus continued at in the Univerſity, 
and was bp the Recto2s and ſixt ene Paſters aftcrwards examined 
bow de had pꝛoſited in his ſtudtes: and being found by wem, that 
none fo: his time were able to argue with him in Divinity, oz — 
the excelleney ol his wiledome to 17 with dim, wtih one a_ 
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tent they made him Docto2 of Dibinity. Bat Doctoꝛ Fauſtus within 
ſhozt time after he had obtained his degree, fell into ſuch fantaſies 
and derpe c ons, that he was mocked of manp, and of the moſt 
art of the Students was called the Speculator ; and ſometimes be 
would thꝛow the ©criptures from htm, as though he had no care 
ofhis fozmer p2ofeſſion: ſo that be began a nngodlp life, as 
hereafter moze at large map appeare; foz the old pzoverb ſaith, Who 
© can hold that will away : So, who can hold Fauſtus from the Devill, 
that ſ@kes after him with all his ende voꝛ 2 Foz he accompanied bim⸗ 
ſelfe with divers that were (ene in thoſe devillich Arts, and that had 
the Chaldean, Perfian, Hebrew, Arabian, ànd Greeke tongues, uſing 
Figures,Characters, Conjurattons, Ancantations, with manp other 
ceremontes belonging to thoſe infernall Arts, as Necromancy, 
Charms, Dothſapings, Wichcraft, Enchantment, being delighted 
wich their bokes woꝛds, and names, ſo well, that he ſtudied dap and 
night therein, inlomuch that he could not abtde to be called Docoz 
of Divinitp, but wared a woꝛldly man, and named himſelfe an Aſtre⸗ 
logian, and a Pathemattcian, and toꝛ a hadow ſometimes.a Phyfſi- 
ctan, and did great cures, namelp, with Verbs, Rots, ters, 
Dzinkes, Necetts and Gipters: and without doubt be was paſſing 
wiſe, and excelent perfect inthe holy Scriptures. But he that know- 
etbhis Paſters will, and doth it not, is wozthp to be beaten with 
many ftripes. It is wzitten, As man can ſerve two Maſters; and, 
Thou ſhalt not tempt the Lozd thy God: but Fauſtus thzew ali this 
in the winde, and made tis Donleofno effimation, regarding moze 
vis woꝛldly pleaſares; than the zoyes to come ; therefozeat the dap 
of Judgement there is no hope of his Redemption. 


CHAP. II. 
How Doctor Fauſt us be gan to practiſe in his devilliſh Art, and how 
he conjured the Deviil, making him to appeare, and meet him on 
the morning at his owne houle, 


/ Pa haveheard befoze, that all Fauſtus minde was ſet fo ſfudy the 
Arts of Pecromancy and Conjuratton, the which exerciſe he fol⸗ 
lowed day and night, and taking to him the wings of an Eagle, 
Honght to fiye over the whole Moꝛld, and to know the ſecrets ot᷑ 
Heaven and Earth: fozhis ſpeculat ion was ſo wonder full, being ex⸗ 
pert inning his vocabulz, Fignres, Characters, Conjarations, and 
othercertmoniall aatons, that in all baſte he put in pꝛactiſe to bꝛing 
the Devill befoze him. And taking his; wap to a thicke Mod nere 
to Wittenberg, called in the German tongue Spiſſer Wolt, that is in 
Engliſh, the S piſſers Wood, (as Fauſtus would. oftentimes boaſt of it

among his crue, being in ſollitp) he came into the ſame Mad to 
wards evening, into a croſſe way, chere he made with a wanda Circle 
in the duſt. and within that many moze Circles and Characters: 
and thns be 0 awap the time, untill ft was nine oz tenne of 
the clocke in the night: then began Doctoꝛ Fauſtus to call on Mepho- 
ſtophiles the Spirit and to charge him in the name ot Beelzebub to 
appeare there perſonally, without anp long ſtap: then pꝛeſently the 
De bill began ſo great a rumonr in the Mod, as if Beaven and 
Earth would have come together with winde, that Tres bowed 
ſheir tops to the ground: then fell the Debill to bleat as if the cole 
Mod hadbeen full of Lyons, and ſuddenly about the Circle ranne the 
De dill, as if a thouſand Waggons had ben running together on 
paved ſtones . After this, at the fonre cozners of the Mod it 
fhuad2ed hoꝛtibly, with ſuch lightnings, as the whole wozld to his 
ſeming had ben on fire. Fauſtus all this vhtle halle amazed at the 
Devils ſo long tarrying, and doubting whether he were beft to 
abide any moze ſach hozrible Conjurings,thought to leave bis Circle, 
and depart; thereupon the Devill made him ſuch Puſicke of all ſozts, 
as the Nympbes themſelves had bene in place: whcreat fauſtus 
was revived, and ftod ſtontiy in bis Circle, erpecting his purpoſe, 
and began agatne to comure the Spirit Mephoſtophiles tn the name of 
the Pꝛince of Devils, to appeare tn his likeneſſe; thereat, ſuddenly 
over his head hung hovering in the ayꝛe a mighty Dꝛagon: then calls 
Fauſtus againe after his deviliſh manner, at which there was a mon⸗ 
— So the Mod, as if Yell had bene open, and all the toz⸗ 
mented Soules crying to God foꝛ mercy: pꝛeſently not th:e fathom 
abo be his head, fell a flame, in manner ofa lightning, and changed 
it ſelle into a Globe; pet Fauſtus fearedit not, but did per lwade him- 
ſelfe that the Debill ſhonld give him his regueſt, befoze he 
would leave. Oftentimes att er to his Companſonshe would boaſt, 
that he had the ſtouteſt head under the Tope of Heaben at Tomman⸗ 
dement : Whereat they anſwered, Thep knew no ſtouter than the 
Pope oz Emperour: but Dactoz Fauſtus ſato, The head that is mp 
ſervant, is above all on earth; and repeated certaine wo2ds ont of- 
Saint Paule to the Epheſians, to make his argameat god; The Pꝛince 
of this Moꝛld is upon earth, and under Headen. Mell, let us come 
againe to his conjuratton, vhere we left him at the flerx Globe: 
Fauſtus bexed at his Spirits ſo long tarrping, uſed his charmes with 
fall purpoſe not to depart befoze he had. his intent; and crying on 
Mephoſtophiles the Spit it, ſuddenlp the Globe opened, and ſpꝛung 
a time, in the end it conder⸗ 
e ſhape of a fiery man. This pleaſant beaſt, ran about the 
circle a great uhile, and laſtly appeared in the manner of a Gzap- 
Fryer, aſking Fauſtus chat was ve requeſt 7 Fauſtus — ;

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that the nerf moꝛning at twelve of the clocke he. Gould appeare fo 
bimat bis houſe : but the Devill wonldin no wiſe grant: Fauſtus bes

coſtly apparell, call ed on a time his Mephoſtophiles to him; who bein 

come bought with him a boke in his band of all manner of devilt 
and enchanted arts, the which be gave Fauſtus, ſaying, Hold mp Fauſtus, - 
woꝛke now thp hearts defire : the Copy of this enchanting boke was 
afterwards found by bis ſervant Chriſtopher Wagner. Well/quoth 
Fauſtus to his Spirit) J have called thæ to know what chou doe; 
tf J bade ned of thy help. Then anſwered Mephoſtophiles, and ſaped, 
Mp Lo2d Fauſtus, J ama fping Spirtt, yea,ſ\o' ſwift as thought can 
thinke to doe whatſoever. Here Fauſtus ſatd,But how came my L920 
and Paſker Lucifer to have ſo great a fall from heaven? Mephoſtophiles 
anſwered, Pp Lo2d Lucifer was a faire Angell, created of God-as 
fimmo2tall, and being placed fn Seraphims, which ate above theChe- 
rubims, be would have pꝛeſumed upon the Toꝛone of God, with in⸗ 
tent to thzuſt God out ot his ſeat. Upon this pꝛeſumptton the Lo2d 
-aft him downe beadlong,and where befoze he was an Angell of light,
